The following is a Tranflation of a Memorial 
prefented by Mr, Trevor, bis Britan- 
nick Majfty’s Minifler Plempotentiary, te 
ther High Mightinejfes the States General, 
upon the 17th of Auguft. 


High and Mighty Lords, 

T is with great Regret, that, in Purfu- 

ance of the preffing Commands of the 
King my Mafter, I find myfelf obliged to 
pat your High Mightineffes in Mind, that 
the ‘i erm prefcribed fo pofitively and clear- 
ly, by the Treaty of 1678, for employing 
your good Offices with the Power who 
was the Agegreffor in the prefent War a- 
gainft his Majefty, expired fome Time 
fince, without their having in any Manner 
procured the Re-eftablifhment of the pub- 
Jick Tranquillity, and without his Majetiy’s 
having had the full Benefit of the faid 
Treaty. 

His Majefty is very far from intending 
to importune your High Mightineffes with 
Complaints or Reproaches, But what he 
owes to himfelf and to the publick Secu- 
rity, does not permit him to keep Silence 
any longer upon the Inexecution of a 
Treaty, the moft important, and the moft 
effential of all thofe which unite his Crowa 
with your State. The King might natu- 
rally have promifed himfelf a more expe- 
ditious Determination, as well from the 
known good Faith of your High Mighti- 
nefles, which was doubly engaged by the 
War declared at the fame Time againit the 
Queen of Hungary, as from the Events 
with which his Majefty’s Requifition has 
been followed. 

If good Faith did not permit your High 
Mightineffes to fee your Allies attacked, 
without breaking with the Aggreffor, your 
own Dignity allowed you ftill lefs to fee 
yourfelves, attacked in fo fenfible a Part as 
your Barrier, without refenting it, like So- 
vereigns jealous of their Honour, and at- 
tentive to the Prefervation of their Rights. 

Where is the State which, in fuch Cir- 
cumftances, would not with Eagernefs and 
of itfelf have fallicited an Alliance fo pow- 
erful, as that to which the King my Mafter 
and the Queen of Hungary do not ceafe in- 
viting your High Mightineffes ? 

The King has fet forth with fo much 
Strength, in his Letter of the $4th of laft 
April, which was delivered to your High 
Mightineffes upon the 29th of the fame 
Month, the Jultice of his Demand ; your High 
Mightineffes have yourfelves, aa well by 
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your provifional Anfwer, as by the Suc- 
cours which you have furnifhed to his Ma- 


‘jetty, acknowledged, in fo direét a Man- 


ner, the Force of your Engagements, 
that nothing remains for me to do, but 
to prefs the entire Accomplifhment of 
them. 

Give me Leave, High and Mighty Lords, 
to appeal to your own Conviction, whe-

The Athenian Wit and Politenefs fix'd 
the Name of Barbzrians upon all other D 
Nations: Courage and publick Spirit were 
the diftinguifhing Chara@terifticks of the 
antent Romans, in which the reft of the 
World felt and confefs’d their Superiority. 

In later Days other Nations have had 
their Turns of Praeminence. Feats of 
extravagant Heroifm and wild Chivalry 
mark’d out the Spaniards for fome Centu- 
nes; till Cerwantes, by laughing them into 
cw Senfes, laugh’d them out of their 
nly Merit. 
italy, under the Pontificate of Leo X. 
fem'd to make an Effort to recover its 
antent Chara@ter: Arts and Sciences re- 
‘wid there ; true Tafte and Juftnefs of 
Thought and Defign prevailed’: But this 
Effort proved only a convulfive, expiring F 
Pang; and the Italians, from being the 
Inftru@ors and Models, are now beceme 
only the Fidlers of Europe.

Our Neighbours, the Germans, are de- 
wed, by Tacitus, as ftout, dull, and 
“unken; With regard to the twe laft Ac- 
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complifhments, it is univerfally agreed, thet 
they have not degenerated even at this 
Day: And, with refpect to the firft, Cou- 
rage, it feems only to be turfed infide-eus 5 
and to be exerted at prefent, in the great 
Hat and Sword, the biack Cravat and 
Whitkers. 

Our own Nation has, likewife, in moft 
other Things, had its Variations and Vicif- 
fitudes ; but I think I may, without Partia- 
lity, affert, that it has, from the earlie 
Times to this Hour, preferved its Charac- 
teriftick of Courage pure and unblemithed. 
But, without Partiality too, and with Con- 
cern I mutt confefs, it is the only Vir- 
tue we have now left; and fuch being the 
Cafe, there is Reafon to fear even that will 
not furvive long.

CL the Beginning of the War in 
\_) Germany, upon the Death of the late 
Emperor, there has not perhaps been an 
Event of more Importance, with refpect te 
Affairs in general, than the Step juft now 
taken by his Prufian Majefty.

The Refources of France are ftill many 
and great. Her Politicks and Money have 
given her fuch extenfive Influence, that, 
till we can fee the former out-reached, and 
the latter quite exhaufted, we ought not to 
be too fanguine upon Effects, when we fee 
her pufhed to fome little Difficulty, This

If either or both of thefe Conditions did 
actually exift, what muft we think of the 
Vigilance and Sagacity of tho’ M—-—rs, 
who could not penetrate into a Bufinefs of 
fuch Importance, even tho’ there had been 
Pains taken to keep it fecret >— — But what 
muft we think of their Policy and Temper, 
if, as authentick Pieces affure us, they were 
told what would be the Effect of certain 
Meatures, and yet perfifted in the Purfuit 
of thofe very Meafures, and drove Things 
on to that critical Extremity they were 
eautioned to avoid ?

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HE Army of the Allies in Flanders be- 

ing fuperior, by at leaft 20,000 Men, 
to that which was left by his Moft Chriftian 
Mayefty under the Count de Saxe in that 
Country, a grand Council of War was 
bed. as foon as this Change ef Circum- 
fances happened, to concert the future O- 
perations of the Campaign. At this Coun- 
gl ot War, the Duke d’ Aremberg propofed, 
‘ That the Divine Providence havin fo 
« manifettly blefs’d the Arms of the Queen, 
‘and the Paffage of the Rhine having 
‘obliged the French to defift from their 
‘ Operations in Flanders, and to fly to the 
‘ Succour of Alface, to prevent what they 
‘were threatned with on that Side, he 
‘thought that it would tend to the Good 
‘ of the Common Caufe, to detach from 
‘that Army a Body of 20,000 Men to- 
‘wards the Mofelz, in order to make a 
‘Diverfion there in Favour of Prince 
‘Charis; and that the Thing appeared 
‘ fo much the more feafible to him, as the 
‘ French had not above 45,coo Men in the 
‘ Low Countries, exclufive of the Garifons.’ 
But General Wade declared, that he could 
not give his Confent to this Propofition, 
and the Hanowertan and Dutch Generals 
joining with him, it was laid afide. 

Upon this Propofition’s being laid afide, 
the Army of the Allies paffed the Sche/de, 
as mentioned in our laft, and it was ex- 
pected, that they would either have at- 
tacked Count Saxe in his Intrenchments, 
or, it that had been found impraéticable, 
tat they would have marched round and 
ret cu Furnes, from whence they might

Detachments towards Oudenarde, with a 
Defign to ‘urprife it, but was both Times 
difappointed by the Vigilance of the Ga- 
rifon. 

Prince Charles being retarded in his Ope- 
rations upon the Réine, by the Floods, as 
mentioned in our laft, as foon as the Ri- 
vers fubfided, he marched to attack the 
Enemy in their Lines behind the Afort:r ; 
but upon his Approach they abandoned 
their Lines, as alfo the ‘Town of Haguenau, 
and retired with fome Precipitation to- 
wards Strafbourg. Colonel Trenck entered 
Haguenax upon the 18th of laft Month ; 
and on the 21ft the Croatians took and 
plundered Saverne. Next Day General Na- 
dafti took Poffeffion of Phaltzbourg, and 
of all the Paffes in the Mountains abcut 
that Place, by which the French Troops 
under the Marfhal Be/l:/le and Duke a’ Har- 
court, were prevented from marching that 
Way to join Marthal Cagzy, and even met 
with a fevere Repulfe in an Attempt they 
made for that Purpofe ; fo that the latter 
was obliged to retire beyond Stra/bourg, 
the Gates of which were all fhut, and the 
Aiftrian Huffars made Incurfions to the 
very Walls of that City. 

Whilft Affairs were in this Situation in 
Alface, the King of France, with his Army 
from Flanders, was advancing by long 
Marches, and on the 24th his Majefty ar- 
rived at Mitz, where he was taken fo ill 
ot a Fever, that his Life was defpair’d of ; 
fo that the Queen and Dauphin were fent 
for, and came Pott from Paris to Mitz. 
However, by frequent Bleeding, and other 
proper Remedies, the Fever was removed, 
and by our Jaft Accounts, his Majefty was 
out of Danger, tho” in fo weak a Condi- 
tion, that he was not able to travel. 

In the mean Time, the Troops conti- 
nued their March, but thefe as well as the 
Bodies under Bediijle and Harcourt were 
obliged to take their Route by 5S. Marieayx 
ina, having found the Danger of at- 
tempting to torce the Pafles about Phalrz- 
burg. Soon after the Beginning of this 
Month they all joined Marthal Cagny, and 
thus a moft numerous Army was affembled 
under the Command in Chicf of the Mar- 
jhal Duke de Noarlls. The firft Thing they 
attempted was to fend a ftrong Detach- 
ment over the Rhrne at Strafoourg, to burn 
the Auffrian Magazines, and, if poffible, 
to deftroy their Bridges ; but Prince Charles 
took Care to prevent them, by fending 
over a Detachment of his Army, which 
obliged the other to return by the fame 
Way they came, without effecting acy 
Thing to the Difadvantage of the du 


frians. 
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The numefous Troops of Prufia having 
for fome ‘Time been kept in continual 
Readinefs for a March, every one con- 
cluded, that Monarch had tome Defign, 
but no one could tell what it was. About 
the Middle of laft Month an Fmbargo was 
jaid on all the Barges and Vetiels in the 
Flbe, great Numbers of Horfes were pur- 
chafed, and brought in from all Quarters, 
Pontoons were prepared, Field Equipages 
were got ready, and on the 25th the Gens 
d’ Arms fet ovt for Frerkfert on the Oder ;

This Piece was acc mpanied with 
feveral others his Minifters at foreign 
Courts, and with a Manifefto againit the 
Queen of Hungary and her Allies. (See p. 
293,295.) At the fame Time his Prufian 
Maye fty, in Ce n} mnétion with the Ewt rs 
demanded of the Court of Drefden a Paflage 
for the Pruj lroe ps thre ugh Saxony to 
Bohemia + but this was only for Form’s Sake, 
for upon that Court's anfwering, that they 
could not grant a Paffage without exprefs 
Orders from their King, who was then at 
Warfuev, the Prufhars entered Saxony with- 
out any further Ceremony, and the Saxons 
have done nothing as yet but proteft a- 

anit it. 

This March of the Prufiens is in Con- 
fequence of a Treaty of Confederacy he- 
tween the Emperor, the King of Prefia, 
the EleQor Palitire, and the Landgrave of 
Heff -Caffl, the Ratifications of which were 

xchanged at Pron'fort the sth Inftant, 
N.S. And to ths Treaty the Kings of 


France and Spzin have acceded; from 
whence we may fee, that the Co mmiffori al 
Decree prefented by the Emperor’s Minifter 
to the Diet of the Empire on the 7th, was 
not without, an Affurance of being pow- 
erfully fupported. (See p. 399.)

The French Court being refolved not to 
fcreen any Officer that mifbehaves in his 
Command, and atthe fame Time to give 
all due Encouragement to thofe that behave 
well in their military Bufinefs ; M. de Gen- 
fac, who furrendered Lauterbourg a little 
too foon, has been condemned by a Coun- 
cil of War to lofe his Head ; bet the King 
has changed the Sentence into twelve Years 
Imprifonment, to be degraded from his 
Nobleffe and Arms at the Head of the 
Camp, and to be the Collector of the 
Taille in his own Parifh, when the 12 
Years of his Confinement is expired. On 
the other hand, his Majefty has given a 
new Name to the Prince of Conty, by call- 
ing him the Great Corty, on Acount of his 
good Conduét in Picdmort ; and as he mutt 
be the beft Judge of the Conduét of thoie 
under his Command, his Majetty has given 
him Power to fill up all the vacant Pofts 
in his Army, a Proof that French Mini- 
fters have no Occafion to purchafe Votes 
in any of their Parliaments. 

About the Beginning of laft Month the 
Bret Squadron, confifting of 14 Ships of 
the Line, and ¢ Frigates, failed from that 
Port: They did not, it feems, fail out all 
together, but 2 or 3 at a Time, with Or- 
ders to rendezvous at a certain Place; fo 
that we had no Account of their failing, 
till fome ‘Time after they were all failed, 
and had rendezvoufed at the Place ap- 
pointed ; and by the laft Accounts we had 
of: them, they were cruifing upon the 
Coatt of Portugal, but what Defign they 
are upon has not as yet been difcovered. 

A Convention has been, it feems, lately 
concluded between the King of Prujfia and 
the States General, by which his Maijefty 
promifes to pay to the Republick the Prin- 
cipal and Intereft due to them by the Prin- 
ces of Eaft Friefland, upon Condition their 
High Mightineffes fhall, on their Part, 
withdraw their Troops from Embden and 
Liecroort, within two Months after the Ra- 
tification of this Convéntion. If this be 
true, their High Mightineffes are certainly 
in a Panick, for a Mortgagee ought never 
to quit Poffeffion till after he has a@wually 
received his Money, 

We have an Account from Spain, that 
their Squadron at Carthagena failed from 
thence on the 3d of laft Month, with 

sooo Land Forces on board, upon a fecret 
Expedition, which they give out to be of 
the laft Importance.
